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Teens warned as 
school targeted 


YOUNG people are 
being warned to drink 
and behave sensibly 
during the summer 
holidays after a 
school's windows were 
smashed. 

Despite repeated 

warnings from police in 
an effort to curb the 
number of drink-related 
offences involving 

teenagers, especially 
those who have just left 
school, Samuel Ward 
Academy in Chalkstone 
Way, Haver-hill, was 
targeted over the 
weekend. 

PCSO Debs Carroll-Beer said: 
“I can confirm that over the 
weekend several windows at 
Samuel Ward were smashed 
with rocks and stones. 

“There is CCTV and this has 
been viewed. We are confident 
we will find out who did this. 

“Just because the school is 
closed for the summer, nobody 
has the right to trespass.” 

Over recent months, 
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Haverhill officers have been 
challenged by the community 
to clamp down on anti-social 
behaviour amid residents’ 
complaints that large groups of 
youths have caused problems 
in certain areas of the town, 
including the Recreation 
Ground and railway line. 

Suffolk Police’s chief 
inspector Kerry Cutler said: “We 
know young people will be 
spending more time socialising 
and are often outdoors in warm 
weather either having parties, 
barbecues or just going into 
town, and we really want to get 
a message to them to think 
about their behaviour and the 
impact alcohol can have on 
them. 

“We want them to take a 
sensible approach to drinking 
and want them to respect 
themselves by being respon¬ 
sible.” 

Police also traditionally see a 
rise in sexual assaults during 
the summer, as well as thefts 
and robbery.

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Standards up, but 
county primary kids 
behind UK average 


PRIMARY school leavers in 
Suffolk have performed worse 
than the national average - 
but standards in the county 
have improved since last year. 

The results of the Key Stage 
2 Sats tests in mathematics 
and English, made up of 
reading and writing papers, 
which were taken by 
thousands of 11-year-old 
pupils in England at the end of 
the school year, were 
published on Tuesday. 

They show 78 per cent of 
youngsters in the county have 
reached the expected standard 
of at least level four in English, 
in comparison with 81 per 
cent in England as a whole, 
and 76 per cent of youngsters 
in Suffolk met the expected 
level in the maths test, 4 per 
cent below the national 
average. But the proportion of 
the county’s children who 
reached the expected levels in 
English and maths is up by 1 
per cent on last year. 

The number of children in 
England who achieved the 
expected standards in all 
subjects climbed 3 per cent 
from last year to 67 per cent, 


but one third of children 
across the country still left 
school with some skills at the 
level expected of a 7-year-old, 
according to the Department 
of Education’s figures. 

In Suffolk, 7 per cent of 11- 
year-olds only reached level 
two in English, compared with 
6 per cent across England. 

In maths, 6 per cent of 
Suffolk’s youngsters only 
achieved the level two 
standard, while the national 
average was 5 per cent. 

The proportion of 
youngsters achieving level five 
or higher across the subjects 
have also fallen by 1 per cent 
from 14 per cent last year. 

In Suffolk, 30 per cent 
scored a higher than the 
expected level in maths, 
whereas the national average 
was 35 per cent, while 25 per 
cent exceeded expectations in 
English, compared to 29 per 
cent up and down the country. 

Suffolk’s girls performed 
better than its boys in the 
English tests, and youngsters’ 
maths scores are equal, except 
in the number of children 
achieving level five or higher.

Last Friday, a special 
commissioning service was 
held for the 13 volunteers 
who hope to become a 
permanent fixture in 
Haverhill, clad in high- 
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visibility jackets and 
operating from their base in 
the Old Independent Church 
in Hamlet Road. 

Captain Andrew Payne, a 
minister of the Anglican St 
Mary’s Church as well as 
organiser of the pastors, said: 
“The pastors have all 
completed their training 
course and have been 
commissioned on behalf of 
the local churches. 

“They will be out there as 
an extra presence out on the 
streets on Friday evenings to 


be a welfare service. 

“They will help people who 
have had a lot to drink and 
make everyone feel a little 
safer.” 

The pastors from churches 
in Haverhill, Steeple Bump- 
stead and Kedington will tour 
the town centre from 9pm 
until 3am each week and will 
offer chocolate and basic 
medical aid if needed, while 
working alongside the 
emergency services. 

Capt Payne added: “We are 
in a time when police 
numbers are going down and 
people are worried about 
crime - I am sure it will be of 
benefit just to have extra 


people around.” 

The patrols will be 
supplemented by a rota of 
volunteers working from the 
Hamlet Road church who will 
pray for the town. 

The town pastors scheme is 
a Christian organisation 
which has been running 
around the country for five 
years. Haverhill is now the 
ninth town in Suffolk to take 
it up. 

Capt Payne concluded: “We 
want to put our faith into 
action and do something 
practical. 

“We want to be a friendly 
presence and offer help if 
needed.”

Chief Insp Cutler added: “Stick with your 
friends and don’t travel home alone, 
don’t show off your mobile in public and 
don’t carry your mobile or wallet in your 


back pocket as opportunist and career 
thieves can find you easy targets. 

“Officers are also asking parents not to 
provide their children with alcohol and 
to talk to them about responsible 
behaviour if they are going out. 


“Under the influence of alcohol, you 
are more likely to find yourself in a 
vulnerable situation and we don’t want 
to have to contact parents to come and 
get their child - or worse still, to let them 
know they have been injured.”

RSPCA faces 

a catastroph 

Situation ‘worst I’ve seen’ says re-homer 
after number of dumped kittens rockets 


THE RSPCA has been 
taken over by unwanted 
kittens - leaving the 
centre close to breaking 
point. 

A large number of cats have 
been dumped either with their 
mother, or have been born while 
in the charity’s care, in Haverhill 
and surrounding towns and 
villages in recent weeks. 

Typically the RSPCA West 
Suffolk branch deals with only 
a handful of cats each month, 
but currently has a staggering 
40 - many just a few days old - 
being looked after by officers. 

A cat re-homer, who did not 
wish to be named, told the 
Weekly News that the charity 
was in crisis across the region, 
with Haverhill no exception. 

She said: “Two weeks ago a 
heavily-pregnant cat was 
dumped in the town and 
fortunately a member of the 
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public found her and took her 
to the vets, where within hours 
she gave birth to two kittens. 

“They are now in a foster 
home in Bury St Edmunds. 

“And before that four, seven- 
week-old kittens were found 
in a brown bag at the side of 
the road and are now living 
with me.” 

The branch in Bury St 
Edmunds, which also covers 
Thetford and Sudbury, is 
unable to take in any more 
cats or kittens until new 
homes can be found for the 
current ones in their care. 

The branch’s rehoming 
coordinator continued: “We 
are currently dealing with a 
cat crisis and we really need 
the public’s help. 

“It is heartbreaking to think 


that so many cats have just 
been dumped in streets or at 
vets and many of them when 
they are about to give birth 
and at a very vulnerable stage. 

“Normally we get a rise in 
the autumn but to have it so 
soon and so large is shocking. 

“In one day alone we had a 
mother cat and kitten dumped 
in all the major towns we 
cover. 

“I think this is happening 
because people can’t sell cats 
anymore and they are 
chucking them rather than 
getting them neutered - but 
we can do this for free. 

“I have been doing this for 
11 years and this is the worst 
situation I have seen.”

Chemical spill factory: 
bosses in safety pledge 


REASSURANCES that ade¬ 
quate safety plans are in 
place have been given by a 
chemical company following 
a spillage incident. 

Hundreds of residents were 
warned to stay in their homes 
after aluminium chloride 
spilled out of a tanker at the 
International Flavours and 
Fragrances (IFF) site in 
Duddery Hill, Haverhill, and 
reacted with wind and rain to 
create toxic fumes. 

Mick Driver, who is chair¬ 
man of the Haverhill Show 
Committee, questioned what 
would have happened if the 
recent spillage had been 
more serious and whether 
adequate safety plans existed. 

He said residents feared a 
major incident at IFF could 
‘take out half of Haverhill’ 
and that people had still been 
walking about after police 
started issuing warnings to 
stay in their homes. 

He claimed only a ‘half¬ 


hearted’ attempt was made to 
seal off the area. 

A Spokesman for IFF said: 
“IFF has robust health, safety 
and emergency response 
procedures which have 
resulted in an excellent 
health and safety record. 

“Our first priority is the 
health and safety of our 
employees and the com¬ 
munities where we have 
facilities and we regret any 
concern or inconvenience to 
local residents and 
businesses when the recent 
spill occurred. 

“We always work closely 
and cooperate fully with 
Suffolk Fire and Rescue and 
other external agencies to 
ensure everyone’s safety. 

“We are currently carrying 
out a full and thorough 
analysis and working closely 
with the Health and Safety 
Executive and the emergency 
services to analyse and learn 
from the recent incident.”

Abuse victims 
in legal action 



VICTIMS of a sadistic 
headmaster who abused 
them 30 years ago have 
launched legal action 
against the company 
which ran the schools 
they attended. 

Russell White, 40, who lives in 
Haverhill and works as a 
doorman in Cambridge, was one 
of those abused by Derek Slade 
at a Suffolk boarding school 
during the 1980s. Slade was 
jailed for 21 years last 
September after admitting a 
reign of terror at his schools. 

Mr White, 40, pictured, waived 
his anonymity to speak of how 
he was beaten by Slade, and also 
set up charity Stop Abuse Now 
and Forever (SANAF) with Mark 
Smith, who also suffered at the 
hands of Slade at the school. 

Now he is part of a group 
court action launched against 
Anglemoss Ltd of Great

Finborough, the company 
which ran the school near 
Stowmarket and another in 
Norfolk where Slade worked. In 
total around 35 men are 
involved in the legal action and 
it is believed payouts could total 
in the region of £1 million if they 
are successful. 

Law firm Abney Garsden 
McDonald, of Cheadle Hulme, 
near Manchester, is representing 
many of those Slade was 
convicted of abusing. 

Its principal Peter Garsden, 
who is also president of the 
Association of Child Abuse 
Lawyers, said it was 
representing 13 victims of abuse 
from around the country, as well 
as some in New Zealand. 

The case was unlikely to be 
heard for at least two years, 
unless the defendants offer to 


settle the matter out of court, 
which Mr Garsden urged them 
to do. 

He said: “We are hoping to set 
up a group action for all the 
victims in order to give them 
time to come forward and make 
their claims. 

“Such were the activities of 
Derek Slade in the position of a 
headmaster over a number of 
years, that it likely that the 
number of individuals that were 
abused is much higher than we 
know about. 

“I am making a plea to the 
school that they should not put 
the victims through more 
emotional torment than 
necessary. 

“We do not want them to have 
to give evidence of their abuse 
more than is necessary. 

“We thus hope that they will 
contact us to negotiate a 
settlement, and avoid any more 
conflict.” 


Rethink over 
blanket testing 

ELECTRIC blanket testing sessions will be 
held in Haverhill after councillors objected 
to being left out. 

Cllr Roger Andre of Haverhill Town 
Council and town clerk Gordon Mussett 
contacted Suffolk County Council after 
receiving a notice of sessions for testing 
blankets across the county, which did not 
include the town as it had in previous years. 

Suffolk Fire and Rescue Service and 
Suffolk County Council’s Trading Standards 
work together to organise the sessions, to 
reduce the number of fires that are caused 
by unsafe electric blankets. 

Haverhill Town Council recently 
supported an unsuccessful campaign in the 
town to stop weekend and evening cover 
being reduced to on-call fire fighters, rather 
than having the fire station manned at 
these times. 

Initially Mr Mussett was told that only the 
existing sessions to be held at Bury St 
Edmunds, Ipswich and Lowestoft in 
September would go ahead, due to limited 
funding. 

However, after receiving comments from 
the town council, including Mr Mussett’s 
view that the town’s elderly were losing out 
in ‘a postcode lottery’, it was agreed that 
Haverhill should be included. The 
spokesman confirmed that an event would 
be held in Haverhill, probably during this 
month.

Switch-off 
plan 'crazy’ 


COUNCILLORS who believe 
switching off street lights will lead 
to a reduction in crime have been 
accused of living in ‘dream land’ 
by a worried resident. 

Retired butcher Terence Turner, 68, fears 
that plans to turn off street lights in 
Haverhill will cause ‘absolute carnage’, and 
that the town’s police force will be unable 
to cope. p - 

Mr Turner, right, of Horsham 
Close, Haverhill, said: “We 
haven’t got the police here to 
do anything about it. Our 
police spend too much time in 
Bury St Edmunds. Where I live 
there are no pubs, but where 
people drink there are going to 
be problems in the town. 

“Bury has double the officers 
we have and if anyone is 
arrested in Haverhill, two 
officers have to take them to 
Bury. 

“I think it is absolutely crazy. 

Only a few weeks ago the police were 
telling us to park our cars in well-lit area. It 
is even more crazy when councilors say it 
will cut crime. 

“I have lived in Haverhill for 45 years 
and recently a man near me was woken up 
at 3am by 15 youngsters - girls and boys - 
going towards the rugby club and one of 
them walked across the top of someone’s 
car. Why do they do these things and why 
are people around at 2-3am? We never 
were because we had to get up at 5am to 
go to work. 

“If the police think that everyone goes 
to bed at 10pm they are living in dream 
land. We get all the cutbacks in Haverhill 
and Bury has just got a new forensic 
centre; it is all wrong.”

A spokesman for Suffolk Police said: 
“Suffolk Constabulary has been working 
closely with Suffolk County Council as it 
makes its decision on which street lights 
to turn off or dim. We have given our views 
and recommendations on which areas 
— would benefit from having 
lights kept on and will 
continue to feed back any 
thoughts or concerns to the 
council as the changes take 
place. Some of Haverhill’s 
lighting is not operated by 
the county council and so 
will not be affected by these 
changes. 

“Policing across Suffolk 
^consists of many different 
H teams of officers and staff 

■ which can be called upon to 

■ deal with any situation that 
-arises. 

“Response officers are given a set area to 
patrol and cover, and this is managed 
dynamically by the force operations room 
to move officers around according to 
needs and demand. 

“Response officers work from Haverhill 
police station in five shifts of a sergeant 
and four PCs, alongside the Safer 
Neighbourhood Team which is dedicated 
to the town and has had an additional two 
officers join in the past year. 

“Specialist officers including roads 
policing, dogs, CID, air support plus the 
special constabulary are all used as and 
when they are required to keep the area 
safe, investigate crimes and respond to 
any incidents which occur, and together 
these teams have helped reduce crime in 
Haverhill.”

Also to take to the stage 
was 90-year-old Philippa 
Hill, who was presented 
with the Lifetime Achieve¬ 
ment award for devoting 
her life to helping people 
with disabilities in 
Cambridge. 

Philippa was thrilled to 
accept the award on behalf 
of everyone at the St 
Raphael Club, based at 
Hester Adrian Centre, 
Chesterton, where for the 
past 56 years she has helped 
physically disabled people 
learn, make friends and 
enjoy themselves. 

It is admirable stories like 
these which are needed for 
this year’s awards, 
supported by local 
businesses and organ¬ 
isations.

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The Boyz are back in town 


W HEN Shane Lynch steps out 
on stage at Newmarket 
Nights this month, all 
bulging biceps, body art and bravado, 
he will betray nothing of his inner 
anxieties. 

With a reputation as a hothead plus an 
insatiable appetite for extreme sports - 
specifically the high-octane motorsport 
‘drifting’ - you'd expect an appearance with his 
Boyzone bandmates to be a walk in the park for 
the brooding Dubliner. 

However, getting up and performing in front 
of thousands of fans is something that Shane 
still finds daunting - and he believes this stems 
back to his battle with dyslexia. 

“Being on stage is an extreme thing for me 
as I’m really quite a shy guy and don’t like to 
put myself out there, which I suppose is to do 
with the dyslexia and the fact that I like to hide 
away from things,” he explains in his laid-back 
Irish drawl. 

“So being on stage is an extreme event, just 
as drifting is an extreme motorsport - and both 
are a bit of an outlet for me.” 

Finding fame in 1993- and making an 
indelible imprint on our minds with that 
infamous appearance on The Late Late Show 
with Gay Byrne when Shane danced manically 
in blue dungarees and grabbed his crotch - 
Boyzone have enjoyed success beyond their 
wildest dreams, selling a 15 million records. 

But Shane maintains his dyslexia meant he took 
a backseat in the band. 

“The world of entertainment seems great as 
you aren’t stuck in an office where you have to 
read things, but then you always come up 
against a brick wall - and the brick wall for me 
was our TV appearances when we’d have to 
read autocue and scripts,” he explains. 

“Luckily there were always five of us in the 
band so the boys took the intros into TV shows 
so I didn’t have to. In fact that was one of the 
reasons that I stayed mostly in the background,” 


he muses. 

Despite the personal challenges that come 
with fame, Shane looks back with fondness on 
those exciting early days when the band had 
hits with tracks like No Matter What, Words and 
All I Need. 

The Shane of today is undoubtedly calmer - 
maybe thanks to being happily married to his 
singer wife, Sheena White, with whom he has a 
two-year-old daughter Billie Rae? 

“Definitely it’s having something to go home 
to; that’s the thing for every man. Having your 
freedom is great and we love to be a little bit 
wild but to be able to come home to a family, to 
a kid and a wife is absolutely amazing,” he 
enthuses. 

And perhaps also his happiness lies in the 
fact that since Ronan, Mikey, Keith and the late 
Stephen went their separate ways in 2000, 

Shane spent the seven years until the band’s 
reunion busily carving out a career for himself, 
starring in various reality shows from The 
Games to Celebrity Love Island, acting, and 
becoming something of an entrepreneur. 

“We were only meant to be taking a short 
break, but two years in it was clear nothing was 
happening, so I branched out into reality shows, 
took a clothing business under my arm and 
started various businesses, which I now have 
coming out of my ears!” he smiles. 

At the helm of Evolution Fightwear (selling 
martial arts clothing), Prestige Wrap (a 
business which literally wraps cars, helicopters 
and boats to help prevent them losing value), as 
well as Lynch Motorsports, and just about to 
launch his own brand of vodka - Ver2 - Shane 
certainly has his work cut out keeping his 
businesses ticking over. Though the self- 
confessed petrolhead admits he spends the 
majority of his time indulging in his passion of 
‘drifting’. 

For those who haven’t heard of it, here’s the 
science bit - it's an adrenaline-pumping 
motorsport in which the driver intentionally 
over-steers, causing loss of traction in the rear 


wheels through turns, while maintaining 
vehicle control and a high exit speed. So adept 
has the boybander become at the motorsport 
he’s now in his fifth season competing in the 
British Drifting Championships— and shows 
his ‘commitment’ by dedicating all the tattoos 
on the left side of his body to motorsport (while 
the right side is a tribute to his musical career). 

“The initial appeal of drifting was not the 
excitement but the skill involved and I was 
presented with a massive challenge when it 
came to driving a drift car. Being the extreme 
man that I am, I had to learn how to do it, and 
once I sat behind the wheel I loved it,” he 
explains. 

Obviously the sport is not without its dangers 
but it’ll be taking a back seat this month when 
the Boyzone clan head out on their summer 
tour to entertain crowds in Newmarket. 

“It’s a month since we’ve all been together so 
we’re really looking forward to Newmarket. To 
be honest with you, it’s easier for us boys as we 
don’t have a full set and a full big production 
like you do in an arena; this one is outdoors, it’s 
raw, people will have been on the beer all day, 
so it’s a proper enjoyable event for us guys,” he 
smiles. 

Clearly there's one member of the band 
who’ll be missed at Newmarket. Following 
Stephen Gately’s untimely death in 2009, the 
grieving bandmates released an album, Brother , 
in tribute to their friend. 

And, as Shane explain, the loss can hit him at 
any moment on stage: “We do get emotional. 
Some days it catches you at a point when you 
think you’re strong, it’s all good, you’re up there 
having a good old moment and you let your 
guard down and that’s when you realise how 
much raw emotion and hurt you still have; 
you're singing lyrics and all of a sudden you’ll 
have tears dropping from your eyes.”

The big film 



SUPER 8 certificate 12A 
111m 

IN the summer of 1982, an 
earthbound alien phoned home and 
audiences wept with joy, cementing 
Steven Spielberg’s reputation as the 
greatest film-maker of his generation. 
E.T. The Extra-Terrestrial was a cultural 
phenomenon envisioning the cruel 
world through the eyes of a young boy 
as he risked everything to protect his 
visiting friend from scientists and 
shadowy government agents. 

Almost 30 years later, director JJ 
Abrams pays homage to Spielberg’s 
fantasy with Super 8, a rollicking 
adventure that depicts the rampage of 
an alien creature in rural 1970s 
America from the perspective of six 
children whose worlds have just been 
rocked by Star Wars and Star Trek: 

The Motion Picture. 

In a sleepy industrial town in Ohio, 
teenager Joe Lamb (Joel Courtney) is 
struggling to come to terms with the 
death of his mother and the strain it 
has put on his father, Deputy Sheriff 
Jackson Lamb (Kyle Chandler). 

The youngster invests him time in 
making a low-budget zombie film with 
his friends. Director Charles (Riley 
Griffiths) bosses everyone around and 
special effects expert Cary (Ryan Lee) 
provides the fake gore while dim- 
witted leading man Martin (Gabriel 


Basso) tries to remember his lines to 
the chagrin of long-suffering 
soundman Preston (Zach Mills). 

To increase the film’s chances of 
winning first prize in a nationwide 
competition, Charles persuades 
classmate Alice (Elle Fanning) to sign 
up as lead actress and the children 
head down to the local rail station to 
shoot a night sequence. 

Just as the camera starts rolling, the 
youngsters witness a truck drive onto 
the tracks and derail an oncoming 
freight train. As they make a hasty 
escape, the trespassing teens are 
oblivious to the monstrous creature 
crawling free from the twisted 
wreckage. 

Super 8 is a delightful nostalgia trip, 


recalling a bygone era when young 
protagonists embarked on amazing 
journeys and emerged from the melee 
with barely a scratch or bruise. 

You have to suspend your disbelief 
throughout the film, but as pure 
unadulterated entertainment there is 
much to enjoy from the amusing 
banter between the children to the first 
clear glimpse of the monster as a 
reflection in a puddle at a gas station 
while an unwitting attendant listens to 
Blondie’s Heart Of Glass on his 
exciting new purchase - a Walkman. 

The centrepiece train crash is brilliantly 
realised and even if the creature design 
is an anticlimax, the digitally rendered 
behemoth is seamlessly integrated 
with the live action.

Time for a spo 


Y OU may have packed 
your suitcases and 
sorted out your flight 
tickets in preparation for 
your two-week summer 
holiday - but what about the 
garden? 

So many gardeners see all their 
work go to pot when they are away 
from home in the summer, as 
containers dry out, lawns go brown 
and many plants run to seed in their 
absence. 

However, there are ways to 
minimise the suffering your plants 
endure if you are away during a 
prolonged spell of warm, dry 
weather, so you can return home to a 
garden which doesn’t look like it’s 
been in a full-scale drought. 

Your first port of call is your 
neighbours and family. Ask if they 
can water your plants while you’re 
away and harvest crops such as 
tomatoes and green beans before they 
go over, keeping what they want for 
themselves. 

Cluster your patio pots together in 
a sheltered, shady place that is open 
to the rain, feeding and watering them 
thoroughly just before leaving. 

Having them close together will make

watering easier, if you have someone 
to do it for you, and will help 
conserve moisture if you don’t. 

If you don’t have anyone to water 
your containers, take down hanging 
baskets and sit them directly into a 
depression in the soil surface in a 
cool, shady spot and drench them 
with water so the soil underneath is 
also wet. If you don’t have an 
automatic watering system, use an 
upturned bottle frill of water set into 
the container, which should release 
the water as the soil dries. 

Alternatively, invest in some strips 
of capillary matting tucked into the 
compost at one end and a bucket of 
water at the other, which should 
provide enough moisture for the 
fortnight you’re away. 

Before you go, remove all the 
blooms from your containers, not just 


the faded ones. This should conserve 
the plants’ energy and hopefully will 
mean new blooms will have emerged 
by the time you return home. 

Don't worry about your lawn. You 
can choose to leave it long, to 
conserve moisture and protect the 
roots. Don’t feed it to encourage it to 
grow fast while you’re away. If it has 
gone the colour of straw on your 
return, don’t worry because it will 
pick up again in autumn when the 
rain comes. 

Well-established plants in borders 
shouldn’t suffer too much, as their 
roots will be deep enough to find 
some moisture in the soil. 

Fruit shouldn’t suffer if you’re 
away in August, as soft fruit will have 
been picked before you go and apples 
and pears won’t be ready for 
harvesting until autumn. 

Give veg a really good soaking 
before you go, pick as much as you 
can just before you leave, blanching 
and freezing what you can’t use, or 
give it to a kindly neighbour who may 
return the favour with a bit of 
watering in your absence. 

If you do rely on your friends and 
neighbours to do the watering for 
you while you're away, make sure 
you bring them back a present.
